On the above date and time, I was dispatched to a suspicious 
circumstance. The complainant, Sarah Vave ) * stated her daughter 

was being contacted through Facebook by a person impersonating another model. 

Officer 1 s Actions: 

Sarah stated her daughter, was receiving 

messages on Facebook from a model out of Columbia. Sarah said she monitors 
Facebook account to block people who are contacting for wrong 

reasons. 


Sarah said she came across a female named Lavanda pHaSl Cediel on 
Facebook, claiming to be a super model outside of the United States. Sarah said 
she used a facial recognition application, and identified the female in the 
photos to be Jessica Cediel, who is actually a real super model out of Columbia 
Sarah said Lavanda ■■ Cediel only has four hundred friends, compared to the 
account of Jessica Cediel*s at nearly 2 million. Sarah said the Facebook Name 
Lavanda must be fake, and possibly targeting her daughter for human trafficking 

Sarah said Lavanda has been sending messages, asking her to travel 

to Europe, for further opportunities in modeling. Sarah said HH is a 
successful model, and has been offered positions in movies. Sarah said Lavanda 
has not tried to meet with K|, or has asked for money. Sarah said she had no 
further evidence to state Lavanda is involved in human trafficking. 

Sarah requested I pass this information to Detectives for further 
investigation. I advised Sarah that identification of this individual could be 
difficult, and that at this time there has no initial crime committed. Sarah 
said she understood that, but would be willing to offer Detectives an 
opportunity to use Facebook page to lure the suspect in. I told Sarah I 

would pass this information along to Detectives, and speak with my supervisors. 

In the time being, I did advise Sarah to block Lavanda from 
Facebook page. Sarah said she was afraid that wouldn*t fix the problem, sin ce 
some people could be very adamant in pursuing a stal king incident with * 

then told Sarah that completely shutting down Facebook page would be the 

best way to protect her from possible stalkers. Sarah stated if she completely 
shut down Facebook page, it could ruin opportunities for her career in 

modeling. I told Sarah it was ultimately up to her on how she felt necessary to 
protect
